In a recent film strip we were presented with 72 ie 


“church boss.” Most congregations have one or more 
of these people. They are generally good and devoted 
members. They give and they are willing to work. They 
would be wonderful assets in a congregation if they 
did not have one fault: They want to “run” things. We 
feel sorry for these people. They lack humility. They 
are blind in one respect. They cannot think of just serv- 
ing. It must be done in their way. It seems as if they 
are not grown up. They have never really matured spirit- 
ually or mentally. They mean well, but they always let 
their own person get in between them and the work. 
Such people are very difficult to work with. You do 
not know where you have them. But let us say this, — 
there really should not be more than one “boss” in the 
church. Jesus Christ should be boss. 


JESUS’ FIRST SERMON 


The first sermon we have recorded of Jesus is the one 


He held at Nazareth, (Luke 4) at the beginning of His — 


teaching ministry. This sermon has always been of great 


help to your editor. You see, Jesus always preached good — 


sermons. We know that the one He gave the people at 
Nazareth was very good.

But if we truly 
preach the truth in love, we cannot always expect to be 
popular and be accepted by the hearers. It is interesting 
and helpful to think of the first sermon of Jesus in 
that respect.

SERMON AT PARLIAMENTARY 


- CHURCH SERVICE CAUSES 


ATTENTION 


A sermon delivered by the well- 
known Professor of Theology. at the 
University of Aarhus, Denmark, Regin 


--~Prenter, at the annual church service 


. 


in connection with the opening of 


Parliament in October, has caused 
great attention and lively discussion 
in wide circles. Professor Prenter 


preached over the text “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself” 


and 
about the special responsibility of 
every member of the legislative body 
cf a country towards this Command- 
ment. He mentioned the far-reaching 
social legislation of recent years which 
has put an end to much human need 
and misery and, with the Command- 
ment about charity in much human 
need and misery and, with the Com- 
mandment about charity in mind, he 


warned against abolishing this social 


legislation even though some money 
might be saved by it. 


At the same time, Professor Prenter 
emphasized that the responsibility of 
the legislative power also has its quite 
definite limits, and that the greatest 
danger of the modern welfare state 
is, not to acknowledge these limits. 
The Professor said, 


“The danger is that the State not 
only cares materially for those who 
are not able to take care of them- 
selves, but that it will care both ma- 
terially and spiritually for all of us 
and to such a degree that the person- 
al responsibility of the individual is 
weakened by it. The enormous tech- 
nical developments of our time have 
caused the State to accept responsibil- 
ities far beyond what was the case 
previously. This trend is not without 
danger to Democracy. For a democra- 
cy can only live as long as there is 
a living feeling of responsibility in 
the people. On the day when the poli- 
ticians alone have any responsibility 
and all we others let ourselves be 
blindly led by them, on that day 
Democracy will be finished. It is equal- 
ly important to the politicians to be 
aware of the danger inherent in ac- 
cepting too great a responsibility, and 
thus contribute towards making peo- 
ple incapable of managing their own 
affairs.” 


Professor Prenter’s sermon has re- 
sulted in a number of leading articles 
and letters to the press. He has been 
strongly criticized for having deliver- 
ed a “political sermon” intending to 
act as guidance for the politicians in- 


stead of conducting an ordinary de- 
votional service. To this Professor 
Prenter answered that “a colourless 
church service is of no devotional 
value.” 


REPORT FROM ESTONIA 


There are 146 Lutheran congrega- 
tions in Estonia, besides 20 so-called 
“chapel congregations.” Some 10090 
priests are working among the congre- 
gations and in places where there is 
no minister, the work is in charge of 
evangelists and deacons who are not 
permitted. to serve at Holy Com- 
munion, but may conduct Baptismal 
services. In Tallinn (Reval) there are 


7 congregations with altogether 8 min-. 


isters. According to the report 16,000 
of Tallinn’s 320,000 inhabitants are 
members of the congregations. 


At the moment there are some 39 
divinity students in Estonia, but as 
the theological faculty at the Universi- 
ty of Tartu (Dorpat) has been closed 
down, the theological study curriculum 
is drawn up by the consistory. The 
divinity students do regular work in 
the congregations or elsewhere sim- 
ultaneously with their studies. The 
final examinations are passed before 
the consistory. 


The Lutheran Church is not allowed 
to have meetings for smaller groups. 
For this reason there are no Bible 
study classes, Sunday schools, or meet- 
ings for the undergraduates. There is 
a shortage of German and Russian 
Bibles. The latest edition of the Old 
Testament in Estonian is from 1938 
and printed in Finland. Since the War, 
only 5 new churches have been erect- 
ed. 


The State only finances the restora- 
tion of such church buildings as are 
considered to be of great historica! 
value. Young people (13-30 years) are 
sadly missing among church-goers.

The meaning of “occupy” 


that never were occupied,’ the He- 
brew means “with new ropes that 
have not been used” (Judges 16:11). 
“All the gold that was occupied for 
the work” (Exodus 38:24) means “All 
the gold that was used for the work.” 

In his warning against “tongues” 
and urging the use of the understand- 
ing, Paul wrote to the Corinthians 
(I, 14:16): “Else when thou shalt 
bless with the spirit, how shall he that 
occupieth the room of the unlearned 
say Amen at thy giving of thanks, see- 
ing he understandeth not what thou 
sayest?” This is the translation of 
Tyndale and the sixteenth-century 
translations generally. “Room” means 
“place.” The Greek word here ren- 
dered “unlearned” is idiotes, which 
Wyclif simply transliterated as “an 
idiot” and for which Rheims had “the 
vulgar.” The Revised Standard Ver- 
sion has “. . . how can any one in the 
position of an outsider say the ‘Amen’ 
to your thanksgiving when he does 
not know what you are saying?” 

In Hebrews 13:9 “have been occu- 
pied” represents the Greek verb 
which means “walk” or “live.” This 
is a difficult verse to translate with- 
out resort to paraphrase. Rheims was 
baldly literal—“not with meats, which 
have not profited those that walk in 
them.” The Revised Standard Version 
has, “not by foods, which have not 
benefited their adherents.” Good- 
speed’s phrase is clearer—“not through 
scruples about food .. .”

Mr. Muus said the center has been given a 16 
campfarm at Effie, Minn., for problem children. 


The center receives an annual grant of $3,000 
the department of charities of the Evangelical L 
Church.

All of this was possible because 
it had simple, unswerving faith in God. 

Third, they had a glad awareness of 
the forgiveness of sin. Trust in God 
brought with it a remarkably new 
sense of being free. The burdens of 
anxiety, dread, and guilt were lifted 
from the believer’s heart. 


Lastly, it was a fellowship that plac- 
ed very little value on any organiza- 
tion or activity which did not con- 
tribute directly to three important 
things: worship, teaching, and the col- 
lection of alms for the needy. Being 
a member. of this team did not mean 
just committee work. It meant a 
changed relationship to God.
